The experiment sounds interesting and no doubt will appeal to 
psychiatrists. 
Probably, too, certain places on the map of Pennsylvania 
are “dead spots” as far as receptivity for law-abiding impulses are con­ 
cerned, just as there are atmospheric conditions where radio waves ap ­ 
parently fail to register. 
City “bandbox” areas run to high frequency 
m juvenile delinquency.

The greater the industrial activity the 
greater the num ber of accidental deaths.
